Mysterious Movements of Burghers on 
the Orange River—Free State Flag 
Hoisted Over Aliwal North. 
Ladysmith Bombarded. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES. ] 
NEW YORK, Nov. 17.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] The Tribune’s London spe- 
Cial says the Boers have quickly fol- 
lowed up their success-in entrapping 
100 Dublin Fusileers and the Natal 
volunteers by advancing in _ strong 
force toward Estcourt. They were re- 
ported yesterday to be within five 
miles of the town, with eight guns, and 
there were unconfirmed rumors toward 
midnight that the British garrison 

might be compelled to fall back. 
Clubmen rubbed their eyes in- sheer 
amazement over the thought that 


jlower Natal was still exposed to. at- 


tack, although over twenty-two thou- 
sand men from the army corps have 
arrived in South Africa, and 9123 troops 
had been dispatched to Durban. They 
found it still more difficult to under- 
stand the situation, when the military 
‘experts, who had been keeping close 
tally on the admiralty returns, assured 
them that 6421 men had landed and 
reinforced the garrisons in lower 
Natal, which previously had a strength 
of over forty-five hundred men, includ- 
ing the naval brigade. With this evi- 
dence, that the British forces could not 
be less than 11,000 men, they could not 
comprehend how there could be any 
risk of the isolation and investment 
of Estcourt, or any necessity for a 
retreat. 

The situation in lower Natal is not 
so: obscure as they Snagined. Hild- 


yard’s Second’ Brigade had been 
sent to Durban, with the  Cold- 
streams from the First Brigade 


and the Sixth Brigade and Fusileer 
battalion from the Third Brigade, and 
all had arrived except the Coldstreams 
and the Twenty-fourth Devonshires. 
This was the strong infantry force. of 
which 200 West Yorkshires had 
reached Estcourt. The garrison there 
was weak in artillery, unless the naval 
brigade has brought up its guns from 
the ships, and on this account it might 
not be prepared for an attack from 
the Boer guns. 

Three batteries of field artillery were 
disembarked from the Armenian at 
Durban yesterday, but time would be 
required for carrying them up the coun- 
try and getting the horses into condi- 
tion after their long voyage. 


STRATEGY AT DUNDEE. 
P. NIGHT REPORY.| 

LONDON, Nov. 18, 5 a.m.—The ab- 
sence of news of any serious movement 
against Ladysmith seems to show that 
the Boers are repeating the strategy 
adopted by them at Dundee, when they 
appeared in front and endeavored to ef- 
fect a surrounding movement. This 
seems to have been their object regard- 


ing Estcourt, and since it is i sible 
that the relief should reach téeége for 
some days to come, it is not ikely 
that a further retiring movem on 


Mooi River will be made. 

Maj. Wolfe-Murray has returned to 
Pietermaritzburg to take charge of the 
line of communication, and Col. Young 
of the Royal Artillery has taken com- 
mand at Estcourt. The forces now at 
Pietermaritzburg are too weak to at- 
tempt to reopen communication. Ar- 
tillery and cavalry especially are badly 
needed, and it necessarily will take a 
long time to obtain either. 

From the indiscriminate distribution 
of the various divisions at unexpected 
points, it seems clear that the original 
plans of Gen. Buller have been wholly 
changed. Not the slightest word re- 
garding the new plans has been al- 
lowed to escape. 

It has been reported that the Belmont 
fight arose owing to the advance of a 
British column to relieve Kimberley, 
but this seems incorrect, all of the 
most reliable accounts representing the 
engagement as growing out of a recon- 
noissance.- The announcement of the 
arrival of Gen. Methuen at Orange 
River, however, doubtless means that 
arrangements are in a forward state 
for an advance from that point, if the 
advance has not already begun. 

Kimberley was safe Friday, Novem- 
ber 10. Last Tuesday a Boer force of 
600 entered Aliwal North, Cape Colony, 
hoisted the flag of the Free State, and 
declared the town and district to be 
a part of the republic.’ The activity of 
the: Boers in this locality would almost 
point to the necessity of insuring the

During: the 
day the troops left the city deserted, 
and sought shelter on the edge of the 
hill, to escape the death-dealing shells.”’ 

The dispatch from Pretoria also says 
the prisoners at that place include the 
Eighteenth Hussi's, 
ninety-one non-commissioned officers 
and men: of the Dublin FusiHeers, four 
officers and twelve noh-commissioned

KIMBERLEY, Nov. 9.—[By South 
African Cable.] Thursday evening, via 
Hope Town, Sunday, Nov. 12.—The 
Boers were busy yesterday in throw- 
ing up fresh earthworks. There has 
been no further bombardment. The 
De Beers mines are practically closed. 
Thousands of emplovés are now domi- 
ciled in the center of the town, and are 
being provisioned by the Mayor's re- 
lief fund. The military authorities 
have ordered all civilians to give up 
their arms and ammunition, with the 
view of preventing irresponsibles firing 
at the Boers, in contravention of the 
laws of civilized warfare. 

Natives report the Boers’ cheered 
each shell as it was fired yesterday, 
believing it meant the destruction of 
Kimberley. The Boers are now wear- 
ing khaki uniforms and blue pugga- 
rees, making it difficult to distinguish 
them from the British. Locusts are 
appearing.

CLUBMEN’S COMMENT BITTER.

The comments at the clups upon 
the capture of the armored train near 
Estcourt were bitter tonight, although 
everyone had a good word for the gal- 
lantry of Winston Spencer Churchill.

Town are an Aldershot company of 
mounted infantry, with a machine-gun 
section, and the force of 600 Lancers 
which arrived yesterday. The admi- 
ralty has something to answer for in 
sending cavalry and field artillery on 
slow ships. Only scant provision has 
been made by the military staff for se- 
curing good scouting against an ex- 
ceedingly mobile enemy, consisting 
mainly oft mounted infantry.

Prof. Rowe Speaks on Public Account- 
ing—Control of Receipts and Ex- 
penditures the Theme of 
A. L. Crosby. 


Importance of Book-keeping Elaborated 
on by Prof. C. W. Tooke—Address 
on Accounts of Grantees 
of Franchises. 


[A. P. DAY REPORT.] 

COLUMBUS (0.,) Nov. 17.—The Ex- 
ecutive Committee of the National 
Municipal League selected Milwaukee 
as the place of the next meeting. The 
meeting of the league today opened 
with an address by Prof. L. S. Rawe of 
the University of Pennsylvania, on 
“Public Accounting Under the Pro- 
posed Municipal Programme.” He said 
in part: 

“On the subject of public accounting 
the recommendations of the committee 
deal with four distinct questions: First, 
the contents and arrangements of 
financial reports; second, financial con- 
trol over receipts and expenditures; 
third, accounting of municipal indus- 
trial enterprises; fourth, account of 
grantees of franchises. 

“In the management of public, as 


mination of official responsibility is 
largely dependent upon the accuracy, 
ready intelligibility and unequivocal 
character of the financial statements. 
The hopelessly complex reports of such 
cities as New York’ make it impossible 
for any one except an expert to ascer- 
tain the financial situation of the city.. 
Public opinion uninstructed and at a 
loss: to form definite conclusions lapses 
into indifference. In order to remedy 
this evil the proposed constitutional 
amendment and municipal corporations 
act provides for regular financial re- 
ports arranged ‘in accordance with 
forms prescribed by the fiscal officer 
of the State. The further advantage of 
uniformity obtained by this system 
makes the experience of every city 
readily available, 
invaluable safeguard against blunders 
in financial policy. 

“The provisions for financial control 
over receipts and expenditures are in- 
tended to prevent collusion between 
two or more Officials in defrauding the 
city. It is important to note that the | 
controller is given indefinite tenure, 
and stands but second to the mayor in 
importance. The. accounts of public 
“works should be completely separated 
from the general treasury account. 

“On the question of the accounting of 
grantees of municipal franchises your 
committee has been anxious to secure 
to the city the most complete data ccn- 


cerning the franchises of public-servide" 


corporations. To this end the controller 
is required to keep a separate record 
for each grantee, which shall contain 
every item of information necessary to 
form an estimate of the value of the 
franchise.” 

The discussion of the ‘topic was 
opened by. Dr.. Hartwell, secretary of 
the Municipal Statistical Committee of 
Boston, who spoke on the financial re- 
ports of municipalities, with special 
reference to the requirement of uni- 
formity. 

Dr. Samuel E. Sparling, secretary of 

the Wisconsin League of Municipalities, 
discussed the same phase of the sub- 
ect. 
’ “The Financial Control Over Receipts 
-and Expenditures” was the theme of A. 
L. Crosby, former deputy auditor of the 
city of Cleveland. Mr. Crosby said: 

“The necessity of financial control 
over industrial receipts and expend- 
itures has been demonstrated time and 
again in every municipality of any size, 
and the’ question is not at this time 
whether such control should exist, but 
how and by what authority should it be 
conferred, and in whom should it be 
vested. What is wanted is.an absolute, 
standard authority of financial control, 
based upon a fixed quantity, and sub- 
jected to no fear of overthrow so long 
as such authority is executed within 
proper and legitimate limits. Such au- 
thority can only be conferred by State 
law. 

“In order to fix the responsibility in 
case of neglect or failure to properly 
carry forward the legitimate functions 
of a municipality, there should be and 
must be an individual head—one on 
whom may rest either public approval 
or public censure, and who must con- 
sequently have the requisite authority 
to compel attention to duty and obedi- 
ence to rules laid down for the guid- 
ance of all public officers tn the trans- 
actions of city business. 

“In order that he may fearlessly and 
without prejudice perform his duties 
under the first head, that of auditor, it 
would seem absolutely essential that 
the comptroller be relieved of any po- 
litical entanglements or obligations, 
such as would almost of necessity arise 
should the office be one to be filled by 
general election, and also from favor 
or obligations of any kind to the ad- 
ministrative or executive officials, upon 
whose expenditures he must pass. The 
office should therefore be neither one to 
be filled by election nor by the ap- 
pointive power of the mayor or other 
executive officer.”’ 

“The Accounts of Municipal Indus- 
trial Enterprises’’ was treated on by 
Prof. C. W. Tooke of the University of 
Illinois. Prof. Tooke spoke as follows: 

“The prime purpose of municipal 
book-keeping is to secure successful 
financial administration, but we must 
recognize as essential to this end that 
the system of accounting should be de- 
signed to give the public thoroughly 
reliable and intelligible information of

“The whole object of accurate meth- 
ods of book-keeping and of public su-

“The embargo on news at the Cape 
has been so prohibitive that anything 
may have happened at Ladysmith dur- 
ing the past few days. For this rea- 
son a rumor from Pretoria by way of 
Lorenzo Marquez that Gen. Joubert 
had fallen in action - Thursday can 
neither be accepted not rejected. That 
was the day on which the last official 
dispatch with details of the bombard- 
ment was sent through to Durban. The 
rumor of his death fits in with vague 
reports previously received that the 
general firing on that day was unusu- 
ally severe, and that a close approach 
was made to the British lines of de- 
fense. Jt was also exposed to the in- 
herent improbabilities that an engage- 
ment could have taken place and the 
Boer commander been killed without 
the .world knowing something about it 
within eight days. 
“Gen. Joubert’s death would natur- 
ally have produced an important effect 
upon the Boer plan of attack. A 
younger and more impulsive general 
would have taken the place of a warier 
and more cautious commander, 
some hotspur would have been likely 
to order an assault upon Gen. White's 
position. Gen. Jubert has been at once 
a most resourceful general, and the 
noblest patriot on the Boer side. ‘Slim 
Piet,’ as he was always- known among 
the South Africans, refused to take 
office under Sir Theophilus Shenstone’s 
scheme of British annexation, when 
‘Kruger himself was less scrupulous. He 
protested against that act of agegres- 
sion, and was willing to fight for the 
liberties of the Transvaal when Kruger 
was not equally staunch. Joubert, while 
full of craft and wiles as any old deer 
stalker, was no match for Kruger in 
the subtleties of politics. He lacked 
Kruger’s grit and inflexible will.

Fusion in that State was 
born with his candfdacy for Governor in 
1894, and it has had its most remark- 
able victories under his leadership. He 
has always been able to poll the entire 
Populist vote, and the campaign of 
1896 showed that he was more power- 
ful in Nebraska than is Bryan him- 
self. Although opposition of a strenu- 
ous sort has always appeared in con 
vention, it seems to have cut little fig- 
ure at the ballot box. As he rose con- 
spicuous out of the Democratic wrecks 
of 1894, the only non-Republican Gov- 
ernor elected in any northern State, 
except California, so he rises conspicu- 


ous this year among the Bryanite 
wrecks. 
Contrary to the custom in most

point from the time he received his

Later he bought an 
interest in the Cincinnati paper, of 
which he became editor, and since that 
time his career has been largely of 
such a public nature as to be well 


known.

chiefly Republican. Here was a Reptib- 
lican standing on a repudiation plat- 
form, while the Populist promised to 
enforce the laws. This independence al- 
most cost Holcomb his election, for his 
majority was small, but it paved the 
way for his future ‘political SUCCESSES. 
His career on the district bench was 
most satisfactory to the people. He is 
not an educated man, but was honest 
and expeditious in his work, and won 
the-indorsement of the har. 

Two years later he was nominated by 
the Populist State Convention for Judge 
of the Supreme Court, a position to 
which he has just been elected. The 
Democrats refused to indorse Holcomb, 
but he made a very good run, being 
defeated by only 7000 votes. The next 
year saw a bitter contest. The Re- 
publican State Convention nominated 
for Governor a man who had secured 
entrance into Congress by methods 
which made him notorious, and who 
belonged to’one of the worst political 
elements in the State. The Populists 
nominated Judge Holcomb for Gov- 
ernor. Next the Democrats met in a 


convention which was the most stormy 


ever held in the history of the State. 
Some of Bryan’s most intimate polit- 
ical friends. srotested against the in- 
dorsement of Holcomb, and it was 
agreed before the evening session upon 
which the nomination was to be made 
that Bryan would place in nomination 
Matt Miller, a straight Democrat. But 
when the time came Bryan placed Hol- 
comb in nomination. There were strenu- 
ous protests from sound-money 4s well 
as silver Democrats against this ac- 
tion, but Bryan’s speech carried the 
convention, and Holcomb was nomi- 
nated. No one knows how Bryan came 
to change his mind.in regard to this 
matter. Holcomb and all his friends ex- 
pected Bryan to nominate Miller, and 
the surprise was great. It was a shrewd 
move on Bryan's part, for it gave him 
the Populist support which made his 
candidacy in 1896 so strong, and it made 
the Fusion anrangemert permanent 
and suecessfnl. 

A series of bolts followed the nomina- 
tions. Editor Rosewater of the Omaha 
Bee, National Republican Committee- 
man, resigned and supported Holcomb. 
sound-money .delegates to the 
Democratic State Convention withdrew 
and nominated P. S. Sturdevant. Lead- 
ing Democratic papers of the interior of 
the State renounced Holcomb, while sev- 
eral Republican papers bolted Majors, 
Republican nominee. An attempt was 
made to bring the business interests in 
line for Majors, but the attempt was 
only a nartial success. The result was 
the election of Holcomb by 3200 votes, 
the election of a Republican Legisla- 
ture, and the remainder of the Repub- 
lican State ticket. 

During Holecomb’s first term he was 
involved in Omaha fights, and the 
Democrats declared that he was under 
the sway of Rosewater of the Bee. The

candidacy for Governor in 1896. when 
the whole vista was changed by the 
nomination of Bryan at Chicago. That 
nomination made the consolidation of 


all Democrats and Populists impera-. 


tive, with the resylt that Holcomb was 
nominated by both conventions, and the 
same ticket was presented for both 
Democrats and Populists. Bryan’s ma- 
jority in Nebraska was 13,000, while 
Holcomb’s was 21, 000. In the campaign 
of last year Holcomb was not a can- 


didate, and the Fusion® ticket pulled.

ture. To bring this majority up to 
15,000 this year was a most creditable 


performance, and 'to Holcomb’s per- 


sonal canvass much of the success of 
the Fusionists was due.

in 1862 instead of 1448, and palmed off 
on a credulous public. It is one of the 
startling proofs of human perversity 
that the- very people who will try to 
cast suspicion on prophecies 20% years 
old, will. without straining, swallow a 
forgery that was rirst published twenty 
years ago, and not even look into its 
claims to antiquity.”

The 
resolutions reported by the committee 
and adopted by the convention, by a 
large majority, declare in favor of the 
entire policy of the National Irrigation 
Congress fog the construction of Federal 


and for the conservation of water for 
both navigation and irrigation, and also 
in favor -of-canstruction by the Federal 
government, whenever necessary, of 
storage reservoirs and irrigation works 
for the reclamation of arid public lands. 
They also provide for the leasing of 
public lands, the revenues to be used 
for irrigation development. Upon all 
these propositions the national and 
State associations stand now upon the 
same platform with reference to the 
national movement, and will work ‘in 
harmony. 

The policy declared for by the con- 
vention embraces the whole policy of the 
mational irrigation movement, in lan- 
guage practically the same as that used 


by the national convention, supple- 
mented by the co-operation ‘of the 


State, and without any of the risk at- 
tendant upon the issuance of irrigation 
bonds. In the judgment of. those who 
have given the question earnest consid- 
eration, and who are.devoeted to the 
principle of national irrigation, the out- 
come of this meeting will be peculiarly

Informal Reception Tendered the Dis- 
tinguished Military Guest, Who 
is not a Stranger in 
Los Angeles.

Gen. Miles, Mrs. Miles and Miss Miles 
Presented to Nearly a Thousand 
Callers During Last 
Evening. 


Wonderful Progress and Growth of the 
City Noted—Veterans on the 
Scene—Party Departs 
Today. 


An informal reception was tendered 
to Maj.-Gen. Nelson A. Miles, Mrs. 
Miles and Miss Miles last evening at 
the Chamber of Commerce, which was 
attended by nearly or quite one thous- 
and people, among them being many 
of the most prominent business and 
professional men of the community. 
When Gen. Miles was in command of 
the Department of Arizona, his hend- 
quarters were in this city, and during 
the several years that he resided here 
he came to know and be known by 
hundreds of ‘citizens.

LIGHTING OF SMALL MILLS. 


TO AVOID EXPLOSIONS. 
[CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.] 

NEW YORK, Nov. 11.—A_ special 
system of electric lighting has been 
devised for small flouring mills, th 
differentiation from other lighting 
plants lying in the method of installa- 
tion and the fixtures, rather than in 
the generating apparatus. The well- 
known danger of dust and fine-flour 
explosions which exists in these mille 
makes it imperative that there shall 
be no sparks at the switches, and that 
the safety fuses shall be so effectually 
inclosed that there is no chance of their 
blowing causing an explosion. For 
the same reason the generator should 
be placed in a room in which all con- 
nection is cut off from the floors con- 
taining the flouring machinery. The 
wiring is done on the closet system, and 
each closet containing the fuses is lined 
throughout with sheet asbestos, and 
made thoroughly tight at all points. 
These closets are locked and kept 
scrupulously clean. The wire, which is 
exposed and supported on porcelain 
cleats or knobs, is rubber-covered. No 


fuses are allowed in the ceiling rosettes 


and only keyless sockets are used. In- 
Stead of the ordinary snap switch, a 
mercury switch is used, which is en- 
tirely closed and airtight. This is so 
arranged that when the tube hangs 
down the circuit is open, but when it is 
held on a proper support by the a 
end, the mercury completes the circuit. 
Such an installation, which may be re- 
garded as standard for small mills re- 
quiring not more than 100 lights, should 
not cost more than $600. Exclusive of 
power, the cost of maintenance should 
be 10 per cent. for interest and deprectfa- 
tion, and three renewals of lamps (say 
54,) each year, making a total of $110 
to $115. To this should be added the 
cost of attendance, which, of course, 
may vary in different places.

HOW TO LOCATE IT. 
[CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 


strument for readily locating the direc- 


tion of a sound and. for projeating 


sound long: distances has been intro- 
duced. It consists of a reflector, which 
is made entirely by electro-deposition, 
mounted on an arm which can be read- 
ily turned on its center, and depressed 
or elevated by the operator. When a 
sound is heard which it is desired to 
locate, the apparatus is turned on its 
axis, and as soon as the reflector comes 
opposite the source of sound, it is -heard 
much intensified in the receiver. 
carrying on a conversation between dis- 
tant ships or points two instruments 
are used. One reflector throws the 
beam of sound to the other, where it is 
focussed and conducted through a 
flexible tube to the ear of the operator. 
The sound to be projected is first 
threwn, by the voice or otherwise, into 
a receiver to which a tube is attached; 
and is thus conducted into the focussing 
reflector. Conversation is carried to 
long distances without unduly raising 


the voice. So effective is the concen-. 


tration of the sound rays rendered pos- 
sible by this arrangement that the 
ticking of a watch placed in the focus

In the case of 
the bicycle, as in that of the auto- 
mobile, the objection of the commis- 
sioners was based on the assumption 
that the machine would frighten horses, 
After the absolute absence of anything 
like fright in the thousands of horses 


that were passed or met by the string 


of automobiles in the big parade in 
New York last week, it is hardly prob- 
able that this objection can again be 
seriously advanced. No one can doubt 
that the automobile will soon be as 
free of public parks as any other ve- 
hicle is; and the ease of its victory will 
be in striking contrast to the experi- 
ence of the bicycle a few years ago. A 
Dicycle rider, who tells of the ludicrous 
standing of wheelmen in 1886, says they 
were allowed to ride on the walks in 
the parks ,but not on the roads. They 
were admitted only between certain 
hours, and not then unless an exam- 
ination had been passed, and 50 cents 
had been paid for a colossal license 


badge. The examination was conducted 


by a policeman who knew no more 


of a bicycle than he did of liquid air, 
and many of these tests were comical 
in the extreme. One case is described 
in which the sergeant turns to a police- 
man, who has a candidate for riding 
privileges in waiting, and says: ‘Here, 
Mike, take this lad out and see if he 
is a good rider.’’ Mike starts out to put 
the wheelman through a drill up and 
down the road. “He gave orders in 
imitation of a colonel on parade. It 
was ‘Mount!’ ‘Tur-rn ar-round!’ ‘For« 
r-ward mar-rch!’ several times, and 
then came the astonishing command, 
‘Stha-and sthill!’ I explained that it 
was not the nature of the beast to 
stand still, and we went inside, where 
Mike said to the sergeant: ‘Sure, the 
young man can ride all right,’ and then 
I got my big round tin badge. It was 
the queerest bit of civil service ex- 
amination that I ever saw, with the 
most remarkable judge.”

CALIFORNIA FRUIT ABROAD. 


INTERESTING REPORT MADE BY 
CONSUL MASON. 


Prunes That are a Revelation—Dried 
Apricots, Pears and Peaches of the 
Pacific Coast Dominate the Euro- 
pean Market—Complaints in Regard 
to Packing and Assorting. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.1 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 17.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch. ] 


many were recently instructed by the 


‘State Department to make reports upon | 


the condition of the markets for dried 
fruits in that country. These reports 
were today made public. Consul Mason 
at Berlin says: : 

“In respect to dried apricots, pears— 
and peaches, it may be said that the | 
fruits from the Pacific Coast dominate 
the control of the markets of conti- | 
nental Europe. Nothing comparable 
with them in point of size, flavor, ten- 
derness and general excellency was ever 
seen in Europe until they were im- 
ported. They established new stand- 
ards of excellence and created a new 
market which, if the trade is properly 
managed, they can hold in future 
against any competition. The higher 
grades of California prunes are a reve- 
lation to European consumers, being 
not only cheaper than French prunes 
of approximate quality, but of such 
excellence that they are sold.in small, 


ready-made packages, and eaten raw 


as sweetmeats, like candy or caramels. 
In a season when the Bosnia prune 
crop should fail entirely, ‘as some- 
times happens, American prunes, even 


;of the smallest grades, would control 
the market of Germany.” | 
“Is there any complaint as to. “is- 


honest packing or grading of dried 
fruits from the United States, and 
what needs yet to be done to improve 
the trade and render it stable and per- 
manent ?’’ 

“There has been to my knowledge 
more or less complaint in regard to 
packing and assorting of American 
dried fruits. I never have investigated 
a case of this kind in which the com- 
plaint did not prove to be fully sus- 
tained. I examined yesterday the first 
box of dried apricots from this season’s 
crop, which just arrived from one of the 
foremost packing firms of California, 
a house whose brand on the packing 
case usually is accepted as a guarantee 
of quality. On removing the lid, the 
fruit appeared in neatly-arranged lay- 
ers; the pieces large, firm and of uni- 
form size and color; the dried flesh as 
translucent as gelatin and of fine aro- 
matic flavor. 

“The box being turned over and 
the bottom removed, a wholly different 
picture was revealed. There the fruit 
had been loosely thrown in in pieces of 
all sizes, mainly small, irregular in 
shape, and of all shades of color, from 


the golden brown to deep mahogany, | 


many pieces showing by their form, that 
they had been saved from apricots 
which had been partially decayed. All 
these were good enough to be eaten, 
but were not what the buyer ordered 
and paid for, nor what the seller pre- 
tended to séll, and as the disappointed 
Importer somewhat bitterly remarked, 
‘If this is What we get from a first-class 
exporter, who puts up his own fruit, 
what may we expect from jobbers who 
gather up and export the miscellaneous 
products of small packers and individ- 


‘ual farmers?’ 


-“The truth is, and may as well be 
stated with plainness, the dried-fruit 
industry of the Pacific Coast is not yet 
organized and managed as it should be 
to achieve the best results and give 
its. European export trade the perma- 
nence and stability which it deserves 
and ought to attain. The fruit farmers 
of the Pacific Slope have before them 


| an unparalleled opportunity, but their 
fruit made a market abroad on its 


own merits and not by virtue of any 
especially able or foresighted manage- 
ment. 

“Complaints also have been made 
that old left-over dried fruits from 
the previous year have been steamed, 
repacked and shipped to Europe as part 
of the new crop. To what extent this 
charge is true, it would be difficult to 
say,.but_ifit.ever has been done, or 
any other artifice praticed which is be- 
low the accepted standard that busi- 
ness merits, all such methods should 
be stopped.” 


EIGHT HOBOS ROUNDED UP. 


TOUGH CHARACTERS, 
Detectives Steele and Flammer and 
Deputy Sheriff Tom Quinn rounded up 
a lot of hobos and suspicious charac- 
ters yesterday afternoon from Ala- 
meda-street lodging-houses and locked 
them up on charges of vagrancy. 

The police say that there exists a 
gang of petty larcenists, drunk-rollers 
and. crippled beggars and alleged ped- 
dlers, who rendezvous in one large 
room in an Alameda-street lodging- 
house, where they divide up the pro- 
eeeds of the day’s work. The crip- 
ples solicit alms during the day, and, 
on account of their condition, are not 
subject to the same restrictions which 
prohibit healthy beggars from prey- 
ing on the public.

They likewise put the results 
of their work into one common pot, 
and all participate in the benefits.

STREET IMPROVEMENT MATTERS. 
FIGUEROA STREET. 

A strong protest against the pro- 
posed improvement of Figueroa street 
between Second and Fourth streets 
was under consideration yesterday 
morning. before the Board of Public 
Works. The street was previously im- 
proved and placed on grade as given, at 
that time by the City Engineer. After 
the street had been accepted and the 
work paid for, it was discovered that 
the grade did not serve to carry off the 
storm water, and an agitation was 
started to have the street placed upon 
official grade. The petition to 


few property-owners in 
and presented to the Council. The 
property-owners directly interested 
then filed a protest which represented 
all the frontage in the two blocks, with 
the exception of about two hundred 
feet, which did not appear either on 
the protest or original petition. The 
petitioners then started an- 
other petition to have the protest dis- 
regarded, and this was numerously 
signed by citizens in the neighborhood 
and by some above First street and be- 
low Fifth street. 

The petitions and protests were re- 
ferred by the Council to the Board of 
Public Works, and the question was 
discussed pro and con yesterday be- 
fore the board. Several of the property- 
owners represented on the protest ap- 
peared and stated that the improve- 
ment would work a great hardship upon 
them; that they had been obliged to 
pay for improving the street once, and 
that they did not see what assurance 
they would have that the grade if 
changed would be permanent. The es- 
timated cost for doing the work on the 
two blocks is about $5000, or $1.89 per 
front foot. 

John_G. H. Lampadius; who is inter- 
ested in the boulevard project which 
Northwestern Improvement Associa- 
tion, appeared before the board and 
urged that the proposed improvement 
be made, as the route mapped out for 
the boulevard, between the west en- 
trance to the Third-street tunnel and 
Elysian Park runs along Figueroa street 
between Third and Second streets, and 
storm water, if allowed to accumulate 
at that point would be a great draw- 
back.

most of the Councilmen seemed to fa- 


vor establishing an assessment district 
that would include the property of all 
those who signed the petition, provid- 
ing it was decided to have the work 
done. This arrangement, it is thought, 
would serve to remedy the situation 
without placing an unjust burden upon 
those property-owners who have al- 
ready paid once for having the street 
graded. 

The board decided to recommend the 
abandonment of all proceedings for 
sidewalking both sides of Vermont ave- 
nue between Washington and Thirty- 
seventh streets. Considerable opposi- 
tion to the proposed work has arisen 
from parties owning property at the; 
intersection of Jefferson street, owing 
to the fact that a cement sidewalk and 
heavy redwood curb were laid on the 
east side of the street before the sec- 
tion was taken into the city, and, al- 
though serviceable, the sidewalk. and 
curb are not on the official grade. If 
a cement curb was put in upon grade 
it would necessitate laying a new side- 
walk. New proceedings will probably 
be begun to improve that part of Ver- 
mont avenue between Washington and 
Twenty-eighth streets. 

In accordance with a protest from 
Carrie M. W. Bixby et al., the board de- 
cided to recommend that the proceed- 
ings for the improvement of Crocker 
street between Sixth and Seventh 
streets be abandoned, as the protest 
represented a majority of the frontage. 

With reference to the protest against 
the improvement of Towne avenue, be- 
tween Ninth and Twelfth streets, the 
board recommended that it be denied, 
as the requisite amount of frontage 
was not represented. 

Several members of.the Council yes- 
terday investigated Brook street, be- 
tween Emerald nd Second streets, with 
a view to recommending certain im- 
provements on that portion of the 
street. As it was found that the 
changes prayed for could not be made 
without damage to property, the pro- 
ceedings will be abandoned.

Maj.-Gen. William R. Shafter will 
be entertained as the guest of the city 
when he visits this section at Thanks- 
giving time. Gen. Shafter will pre- 
sent to the city a cannon captured at 
Santiago de Cuba during the war with 
Spain, and it is the intention of the 
Mayor and Council to have the trophy 
prominently mounted in one of the 
city parks.

FOR BETTER MEAT INSPECTION. 
WHAT IS DESIRED. 


The Health Officer believes that a 
public slaughter-house should be estab- 
lished in Los Angeles. The large con- 
cerns that handle many cattle each day 
have a government inspector whose 
duty it is to see that no diseased meat 
is allowed to go fromthe establishment. 
The small butchers,.on the other hand, 
do not have any one to watch them, 
and farmers kill cattle and hogs at dif- 
ferent places and the meat finds its 
way into the meat markets of the city,

whatever. 

Health Officer Powers points out that 
it is impossible for any one man to 
properly inspect the meat supplied the 
city, under such conditions, and that 
for the good of the public health a pub- 
lic slaughter-house should estab- 
lished. 

Dressed beef from thirty-eight ‘head 
of cattle was recently imported from 
Tia Juana and is at present in the ice 
and cold storage warehouse on East 
Seventh street. Meat Inspector Hughes 
has thus far refused to let it be put 
upon the market unless subject to his 
inspection. The meat has not ‘firmed’ 
and the inspector fears that if subjected 
to the ordinary temperature of the air, 
it would soon decompose. The man 
who imported the beef fears that he 
will suffera heavy loss, and spent a 
great part of yesterday importuning 
the inspector to allow him to dispose

{AT THE COURTHOUSE.] 
CLAYTON FOUND GUILTY. 


JURY BELIEVE HE INTENDED TO 
MURDER ROGERS. 


Defendant Tells of the Means He 
Had Employed to Collect Money Due 
Him—Says He ‘Went to the Office 
of Rogers With a Gun in Fear of 
Being Assaulted. 


The Clayton trial concluded yester- 
day afternoon. The witnesses for the 
defense, were soon done with in the 
morning, the sur-rebuttal was over in 
a flash and the arguments began, con- 
cluding shortly after 2 p.m. 

The first witness on the stand yes- 
terday was Clayton, who was recalled 
from the evening before for the pur- 
pose of cross-examination..He explained 
how he happened to go to Rogers's of- 
fice with a pistol—not for the purpose 
of killing the attorney, he claimed, but 
to protect himself in case he were as- 
Saulted. He had never intended to 
murder the young barrister. He had 
purchased the pistol some days before 
the alleged offense with no other end 
in view than to guarantee safety to 
his chickens. | 

Money matters with him became ur- 
gent, and when he remembered that 
Rogers owed him money—he believed 
the amount to be $35—he thought to go 
after it. Then it suddenly occurred to 
him, he testified, that Rogers and his 
clerk, Jory, had threatened to “do him 


up.” and for self-protection he took 
along the revolver. 
On his way down to the law¥*r’s 
office, he visited several saloons. He 
put the cartridges in his pistol at a 
saloon on Main street near the Plaza. 


then that Rogers was ly- 


ing in wait for you, you deliberately 
got a gun and went where he was, did 
you, Mr. Clayton?’ asked the District 
Attorney.. 

“Yes, sir; I had business there,’’ re- 
Dlied Clayton. 

“Didn’t you know it was the part of 
a good and peaceable citizen to keep 
away under such circumstances?” 

“Yes, sir; but I needed the money 
that he owed me.” 

“And you stopped in at seven or 
eight saloons on your way down. What 
did you do that for?’’ ; 

“Well, I guess, when a man’s weak, 
he has a right to .brace himself up’ 
with @ drink,” said Clayton. 

Clayton then swore that, on the aft- 
ernoon of the alleged assault, he was 
neither drunk nor‘sober—'‘just between 
the two’’—and that he knew perfectly 
well what he was doing. He had tried 
every legitimate means of collecting his 
money, he. said, and had failed. He 
had heard from several parties that if 
he went to Rogers’s office he would be 
assaulted; consequently he went pre- 
pared. ‘Thompson had told him, he 
said, that, if he ever ran across Rogers, 
Rogers would ‘“‘do him up.”” He replied 
that he was compelled to draw his 
gun because Revers made a pass at 
him, but on cross-examination he sajd 
that he didn’t believe Rogers iIn- 
tended to hit him, but simply meant to 
grab a paper out of his hand. 

Mrs. Clayton testified to the difficulty 
her husband had had in trying to col- 
lect his money from Rogers. She re- 
lated the incident of Jory’s visit to her 
housé to make a partial settlement of 
the account. She was on the inside of 
Her attention was attracted 
to the yard by a lot of swearing and 
loud talking. 

“Here’s $21 for you: you’re entitled 
to $5 more,” she heard Jory say to 
Clayton. 

“T won't take it,” said the husband 
“Rogers owes me $35, and I want th 
full amount.” 

Jory then made some insulting re- 
mark, Mrs. Clayton said, whereupon 
Clayton slapped him good and hard, 
and the clerk took a black eye back to 
the office with him. 

Several witnesses then testified that, 
when Rogers had been implored to drop 
the case, for the wife’s and baby’s 
sake, he had stated that he didn’t 
believe Clayton meant to kill him, and 
was sorry that the matter had taken 
place. If Clayton had intended to kill 
him, he had plenty of time to do so 
before he cquid have escaped. 

The case went to the jury about 2:30 
p.m. They were out about two hours 
and returned a verdict of guilty of as- 
sault with intent to commit murder. 
Clayton will be arraigned for sentence 
on Saturday, the 25th inst. 


GOES TO HER GRANDMOTHER. 
FLORENCE BROWN. 

Little Florence Brown—everybody in 
court yesterday called her Flossie, she 
was so pretty, so petite and so pre- 
cocious, and only 10 years old—was on 
the stand in Judge Mahon’s court yes- 
terday. She was the principal witness 
in support of her grandmother’s peti- 
tion that letters of guardianship erst- 
while granted to her father, George P. 
Brown, be revoked and that they be 
given instead to the petitioner, whose 
name is Mrs. Sarah J. Huber. 

Several sorts of vari-colored allega- 
tions were made against the father, in 
the effort to show that he is not a fit 
and proper person to have the custody 
of his daughter, concluding with the as- 
sertion that the girl herself cares no 
longer to be under his control. For 
some time past she has been living con- 
tentedly with her grandmother in this 
city, and is going to school. H. H. Ap- 
pel, Esq., and W. J. Horgan, Esq., were 
Mrs. Huber’s counsel, and Ben Good- 
rich, Esq., representing Brown, resisted 
the petition. 

Flossie gave her direct examination 
on Wednesday. The matter at that 
time was continued until yesterday. 
Flossie was on the stand for the pur- 
poses of cross-examination. The father 
is alleged to have left this city some 
time ago, after Flossie’s mother died, 
with a woman named Mrs. Hentig, and 
gone north. While they were in San 
Francisco, Flossie says her father went 
to her one day, while she was living 
with an-aunt,and asked, her: 

“Don’t you want a new Mamma, Flos- 
sie?”’ 

She says that she gave him a decided 
answer in the negative, and told him 
that she did not want him to get mar-

Brown met his present wife, Flossie 
says he married her. 

The present Mrs. Brown was always 
kind to Flossie, treated her as a com- 
panion, and made clothes for her. 

Brown’s father lately married the 
present Mrs. Brown's mother. One 
night, before the grandfather was mar- 
ried, Flossie was lying before a fire- 
place watching the flames dance. 


Grandpa went into the room with a 


long envelope in his hand.

SANTA FE’S NEW ROUTE. 
WEEK’S EXCURSIONS. 


The Santa Fé people have just com- 
pleted an arrangement by which their 
business with points in Texas and other 
Gulf States can be handled with much 
greater expedition. Heretofore this 
business has been done through New- 
ton, Kan., the Gulf being reached from 
there by the Gulf, Colorado and Santa 
Fé lines. From Newton to Galveston 
' the route is almost dead north and 
south.

WHO SHOT GUISNER? 

The preliminary examination of Tom 
Walker, on the charge of assault with 
a deadly weapon was commenced be- 
fore Justice Morgan yesterday. Walker 
is “a boy who is accused of shooting 
Alexander Guisner, another boy, last 
Sunday, with a 22-caliber squirrel rifle, 
while out hunting. The contention of 
the prosecution is that Walker, out of 
pure mischief, shot at young Guisner 
and wounded him in the shoulder. The 
contention of the defense is that the 
wounding of Guisner, if done by 
Walker, was purely accidental, It is 
not denied that Walker did some shoot- 
ing, but it is alleged that an unknown 
man was shooting squirrels in the 
same vicinity at the same time, and it 
is contended that he may have shot 
the boy.

Many @ car- 
tridge was thrown away on a snag 
of wood or jagged rock sticking above 
the water, so keen was our belief that 
everything in the Nile was a crocodile 
till it was proved othérwise. 

When, at nightfall, we 
selves up in our blankets and coumed 
slumber, a slight breeze would freshen 
the air, sweeping across the desert, 
imperceptibly skimming the sand of 
its limhter particles, covering us with 
an impalpable powder, almost choking 
us with its suffocating dryness, and 
blinding us with the drift in our eyes. 
When the reveillé soundéd, we might 
ave been a few of the great majority 
rising from their graves, so completely 
had we been embedded in the sand. 

Soon the banks of the Nile assumed 
a greener aspect. The cultivated f-inge 
widened as we entered the fertile Wady 
of the province of Dongola, and pres- 
ently on the @@st bank was visible the 
city, the goal for which T had longed, 
and to attain which I had endured 
considerable hardships. 

The city of oriental splendor was an. 
utter delusion. Surely, this straggling 
town of squalid mud and plaster houses, 
with half-ruined mosque and tottering 
minarets, could not be the beautiful 
Dongola I read about! In spite of this 
cruel disappointment, @ was still hope- 
ful regarding the inner life of the city 
and the wondrous palace, The 
splendor of the Mudireh, I hoped 
against hope, might still be hidden, like 
a Kimber diamond in its original 
setting of blue clay. | 

With beating heart, I crossed by the 
aative ferry. and soon found myself 
in the streets of Dongola, which turned 
out to be tortuous lanes, through laby- 
rinths of mud walls. TI was billeted in 
. house of baked mud, with Harry 
Pearse, one of my brother-correspond- 
ents. Pearse had brought with him a 
brand-new saddle and bridle, which he 
hung on a wooden peg on the mud wall 
of our room. Scorpions, centipedes,

ants, and other loathsome insects. were 
crawling and meandering 
about the earthen floor. So we stood 
the legs of our angareel, or native bed- 
stead, in empty jam pots filled with 
water, and strove to sleep the sleep of 
the unmolested just.

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THE BUILDING OF A WARSHIP. 


ONE OF THE MOST COMPLEX OF 
FEDERAL UNDERTAKINGS. 


The Modus Operandi Described—Not 
Only the Entire Navy Departmént, 
the President and Congress, but Con- 
tractors and Thousands of Labor- 
ers Interested. 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.] 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 10.—The build- 
ing of a warship is one of the most com. 
plex undertakings with which the gov- 
ernment has to deal, in spite of the ap- 
parent paradox that the government 
does riot build any of its warships. In 
former years some of them were con- 
structed at navy yards, but now they 
are practically all let to shipbuilding 
firms by contract. The process by which 
@ warship comes into being brings into 
movement the entire Navy Department 
with its various bureaus, in addition 
to Congress, contractors, manufactur- 
ers and thousands of laborers. 

The first step in the building of a 


‘warship is the annual report of the 


Secretary of the Navy in which he rec- 
ommends to the President the construc- 
tion of certain war vessels of definite 
type and class, suited for certain pur- 
poses. If these recommendations meet 
with the President’s approval in his 
message, the Secretary or some of his 
friends confer with the chairman of 
the Committee on Naval Affairs of the 
riouse of Representatives and secure 
the introduction of a bill providing for 
the construction of such vessels. It sel- 
dom happéns that all of the war vessels 
asked for by a Secretary of the Navy 
are at once authorized by Congress, but 
of late years Congress has not been 
niggardly in this regard. In this bill 
the aim is to state the class of war 
vessel, fix its speed and limit the 
amount of its cost. Formerly the bill 
contained an almost exhaustive plan of 
the vessel desired, but this practice 
has been abandoned. 

After the warship is authorized by 
Congress the Board of Naval Construc- 
tion is called upon to decide upon its 
plans. This board consists of the chiefs 
of the Bureau of Construction, Steam 
Engineering, Equipment and Ordnance, 
and the Chief Intelligence Officer. All 
of these chiefs, although captains, have 
-the rank of rear-admiral, junior grade, 
under the naval personnel bill. The 
Chief Intelligence Officer has the rank 
of his grade only. At the present time | 


that officer commander, but Capt.4 


Sigsbee has recently been assigned to 


this work. This officer reports to the 
board what other countries are doing 


in naval construction, and is a valu- 
able official. As is inevitable, there is 
much strife between the various bu- 
reaus in regard to the details of the 
plans. For example, the Chief of the 
Bureau of Steam Engineering will in- 
sist that steam is a_ better motive 
power than electricity, a position 
stoutly resisted by the Bureau of Equip- 
ment... 

In the division of work on the war- 
ship, the Bureau of Construction and 
_ Repair draws the plans and superin- 
tends the building of the ship. It has in 
charge the hull as a whole and the con- 
tracting for and the installation of the 
anchor devices, steering devices and 
hull- -ventilating devices. The Bureau of 
Steam Engineering is consulted chiefly 
in regard the propelling machinery 
oF th the propellor to the forward end 

the forward fire room. This includes 
boilers of all descriptions. The Bu- 
reau of Ordnance has under its care the 
guns and their manipulation, ammu- 


nition an@® armor. The Bureau of Equip- 
ment has charge of the electric gehts, 
electrical machinery, signals, anchors 


and chains. How these bureaus work 
together on the same object may be 
shown by the statements that con- 
struction revolves the turret, but ord- 
nance supplies the ammunition for the 
guns in the turret, and ordnance tests 
the armor plate, while construction ap- 
plies that plate to the vessel. 

‘The length of time passed in deciding 
upon the plans of the vessel depends 
upon whether that plan is an entirely 
new one or a modification of an older 
one. The latter course is the usual one 
now, although there have recently been 

me new types of vessels authorized. 

t the day of “phenomenon” and 
“freak” war vessels seems to be past. 
Sometimes the members of the board 
are so utterly at’ variance that it is 
found necessary to submit a majority 
and minority report to the Secretary. 
In any case, he receives the report of 
this board and from it decides the 
plan of the vessel. Advertisements are 
then inserted in leading newspapers, 
notifying shipbuilders that bids will 


be received on a certain day and that 


specifications and plans for the new 
vessels may be found at the office of 
the Secretary. On the day set these 
bids are opened and read in the pres- 
ence of the Secretary. This scene takes 
place in the reception room of the Sec- 
retary and is very interesting. Rep- 
resentatives of the bidding firms and 
many naval officers are present. After 
the public reading of the bids, they are 
referred to this same Board of Naval 
Construction and it examines all and 
decides which bid is the cheapest and 
best. Jt also, often, has 
whether it will accept certain modifi- 
cations which the 
proposed in the original plans as made 


eby the board. This report is almost al- 


ways accepted by the Secretary, who 
announces the name of the successful 
bidder, and the work begins. 


The Bureau of Construction details” 


an officer to superintend the building 
of the vessel. The duties of this offi- 
cer are simply to see that the con- 
tractor follows his contract to the 
minutest detail. Any change in the 
plans or the substitution of any dif- 
ferent material cannot be made without 
the consent of the Secretary and that 
officer lays himself open to criticism if 
he consents to such changes, for they 
are almost always in the interest of 
the contractor and are made to save 
expense. The time in which the war 
vessels are built differs, according to 
the class. The battleships require 
three years, while the unarmored cruis- 


reek, require thirty months. About 
‘half the time is used in fitting the ves- 
Bel for launching. Thus, our battle- 
ships require eighteen months before 
they can be launched. The English do 
these things more quickly, taking but 


pne year. It will be remembered that | } 


last February 15, the anniversary of 
the destruction of the original Maine, 
and the department plans to have the 
vessel launched next February 15.

As all armor factories decline to bid at 
that figure, the department is power- 
less to let these contracts, and hopes 
that Congress will increase this price 
to $409. The forthcoming report of the 
Secretary of the Navy is awaited with 
considerable interest. It is reported 
that he will ask for the construction of 
three more battleships. By another re- 
port, he will only renew his request for 
six light 6000-ton cruisers, which was

GHASTLY MURDER COMMITTED AT 
THE CHAPMAN RANCH. 
Moy Jung Killed With a Butcher’s 
Cleaver After a Terrific Fight for 
Life—His Murderers Got $70 in 
Money and Other Valuables—Fiend 

Williams Scoots. 


PASADENA; Nov. 17.—[Regular Cor- 
respondence.] A horrible butchery was 
perpetrated on the Chapman _ ranch, 
about four miles southeast of the city 
limits, this afternoon. Moy Jung, the 
treasurer of one of the two Chinese 
companies which carry on leased vege- 
table gardens on the ranch, was mur- 
dered while defending the cash box of 
his company from.an unknown robber. 

The first report of the murder was 
telephoned to police headquarters in 
Pasadena at 7 o’clock this evening, and 
Constable Wallis immediately started 
for the scene. When a Times reporter 
visit@’ the ranch a little later in the 
evening, the bloody corpse of Moy Jung 
was stretched on a bier in the little 
shack where it was found. Six China- 
men were burning incense and mutter- 
ing incantations around it in a dim light, 
Not. a white man was in sight. The 
shack was stained with evidences of a 
struggle, the surroundings 
were weird, and it was.a scene to re- 
member. 

Each of the two Chinese companies 
on the.Chapman ranch has a sort of 
secretary-treasurer, who keeps the ac- 
counts and takes care of the cash un- 
The 
treasurer of the south company was 
Moy Jung, a trusted man of 52 years, 
long in the service. He had in his pos- 
session today about $70, the accumula- 
tions of a week’s sales of small truck 
by the company’s wagons in Pasadena. 
The other workers of both companies 


_ were employed today on the north part 
and Moy Jung was left- 


of the ranch, 
alone at the shack, to attend to house- 
hold duties and guard the treasure, 
Which was concealed in his bunk. When 
his associates returned about 4 o'clock 
this afternoon they discovered the rob- 
bery and murder. 

Moy Jung’s lifeless body lay stretched 
on its back upon the dirt floor of the 
hut, both arms extended. By its side 
lay a big butclfer’s cleaver, used by the 
assassin. The Chinaman’s head wags 
split open in the back and there were 
gaping wounds about «his head and 
neck. The fatal blow was struck with 
the cleaver behind and under the ear, 
making a wound three inches long and 
two inches deep and piercing the ar- 
teries. The cut might have beens made 
hy a stroke from in front or from one 
side. Constable Wallis is satisfied that 
there were two murderers, that one of 
them was armed with a brick or blud- 
g¢on and the second with the cleaver, 
and that one of them got in the deadly 
stroke while the Chinaman was en- 
gaged in a death ‘wrestle with the 
other. The torn condition of the dead 
man’s clothes, the blood and dirt ground 
into them and the way things in the 
room were upset, all tell of a fearful 
struggle in which Moy made a, desper- 
ate defense against his antagonists. 

The hut contains four rooms, and the 
murder was done in the kitchen, which 
is separated from the other apartments 
by a narrow space. The contents of 
the other rooms were found in‘ the 
although the thieves téok, 


shotgun, an overcoat and a fat.

wrapped in a torn copy of the Pomona. 


Progress, which may serve as a clew 
to their identity. Tne shoes are No. 10 
congress gaiter brogans, broad and 
coarse, slightly worn, with iron pro- 
tectors on the toes of the soles. It is 
the belief. of the Constable that the 
deed was done by vicious tramps ac- 
quainted with the habits of the Chinese 
gardeners. Officers— familiar with 
tramps’ ways, recognize the. bundle of 
shoes in an old newspaper as a typical 
hobo’s souvenir. The tramp who had 
them had either stolen them or begged 
them and was carrying them about the 
country, tramp fashion, the officers 
say. The package was left on a table 
in the passageway. The lay of the land 
and the tracks indicated that the mur- 
derers came from the Arroyo Grande 
and passed between Sunny slope Winery 
and the wash-h@use. The Sheriff. was 
notified of the crime and it will be fol- 


“lowed up. The officers have hopes that

datingly left, and the blood stains they 
had to take away. The crime was com- 
mitted between 1 and 4. o’elock this 
afternoon and the perpetrators got a 
long lead of their pursuers. Moy Jung 
was a little sawed-off fellow, but evi- 
dently had lots of grit. 
HOUSE ENTERED. 

The house of Mrs. S. J. Earle of No. 
250 North Los Robles avenue was en- 
tered by thieves last night. They cut 
a screen over a front window and then 
pried up the sash. The City Marshal 
has looked over the ovremises and 
thinks little was stolen, though what 
is missing cannot be ascertained as Mrs. 
Karle is in San Francisco and the house 
was without a tenant. The break was 
discovered this morning by Miss Shel- 
don of Galena, who went over to feed 
a cat which Mrs. Earle had left in her 
care. She found that the sideboard, 
bureaus,’ closets, ete. had been ran- 

sacked and the contents left in a heap 
on the floors. Apparently the thieves 
were after money and jewels, as they 
did not take the silverware. |
